Reference is made to your conversation v/ith 
Tnsnector James R. Malley of this Bureau on February 7, 1964, 
JSSdlSz SSie iludkins, the Houston "Post" reporter who wrote 
afStufe in the January 1 1964, issue of the Houston "Post 

entitled "Oswald Rumored as Informant for U.d. 

For your information, Mr. Alonzo x", Iludkins, HI» 
also known as Lonnie Iludkins, was, inte^iewed by Agents or 
tlrs Bureau on February 8, 1964, in this matter, ilr. Hudkins 
stated he arrived in Dallas, Texas, in late December, 1963. to 
chock out rumors that Oswald might have been an informant ox. 
the FBI. He stated such rumors v/erc based on 

had received from Assistant District Attorney Willi^ Alexander 
to the effect that Oswald’s address book contained the name of 
A"cnt Hosty, his office and home telephone numbers and his 
automobile^iicense number. I-ir. Hudlcins also stated he had 
interviewed I>Irs. Marguerite Oswald, mother of Lee Harvey Oswald, 
who Sid^^that Oswald was doing important subversive work for the 
Government. 

Mr. Iludkins further stated he had contacted a 
Government official, not a Federal official l! 

■ told him that Osvfiild was on the payroll or eicher th.. pi Ox 
the Central Intelligence Agency (CM) witn voucher 179 

and that he had received no less tnan iAp a month and .-o mo.e 
than $225 a month. Mr. Iludkins claimed, tnat pe Oxfpial who 
furnished him this information had furnished him relpble 
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iiiformation in the past v;hich he had been able , , 

ViX. Hudlcins stated ne did not print anything stating Oswald 
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an informant of the FBI or CIA but merely raised this question 
in his article in the Houston "Post” of January 1, 1964, since 
he had only this official's v;ord and did not have any supporting 
documents of any kind to substantiate this allegation. He further 
stated he had made inquiries of some of his friends in Houston, 
Texas, whose names he would not divulge and had also requested 
his Washington, D. C,, headquarters to attempt to check out this 
allegation. According to Hr. Hudkins this allegation could not 
be verified throu^ any of his sources and, therefore, was not 
printed in the Houston "Post.” 

Mr, Hudkins was questioned at length in ein attempt 
to ascertain his source that Oswald was an FBI or CIA informant, 
but Mr. Hudkins refused to divulge his source or to furnish a 
signed statement. He stated that when he received this infor- 
mation from his source he was alone and no other reporters were 
present. 

According to Mr, Hudkins, the only other information 
he had heard that Oswald might be a symbol number informant 
was from Joe Golden ^ a reporter of the "Philadelphia Inquirer," 
who v/as in Dallas in late December, 1963. According to Hudkins, 
Mr, Golden mentioned to him a number different from 179, that 
might have been a voucher number. Mr. Hudkins stated he .could 
not recall the number. 

At the conclusion of our interview with Mr. Hudkins 
he stated that even if he were called to appear before the 
President's Commission, he would decline to furnish the source 
of his information. 

In connection with Jlr. Hudkins' reference to Joe 
Goldejl, please be advised that we have interviewed Mr. Joseph 
Goulden, a reporter for the "Philadelphia Inquirer," in connection 
with an article Mr, Goulden reported in the December 8, 1963, 
issue of the "Philadelphia Inquirer," wherein he alleged that 
Lee Harvey Oswald at one time nad been contacted by the FBI to 
become an informant. lie said he had obtained this information 
from a law enforcement officer in Dallas v/hom he declined to 
identify. We reinterviewed Joseph Goulden on December 16, 1963, 
in an attempt to pin down the source of his allegation, but 
Ilr. Goulden declined to identify the law enforcement officer 
after allegedly having talked to him on the telephone. He did 
say, however, that the officer told him that the matter was 
being "handled through proper channels." 
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For your added information, we have contacted the 
Dallas Police Department, Dallas, Texas, to determine if an 
allegation had been made a matter of record to the 
Lee 6arvey Oswald at one time had been contacted by the rai to 
become an informant. No such record was found in the files of 
the Dallas Police Department, Dallas, Texas.
